The President discussed the con- 
troversial issue in his weekly news 
confernece. He said he would not 
ask permission from Congress io 
implement the treaty obligations, 
but that he would consult mem- 
bers of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions and armed services commit- 
tees before doing so. 

Mr. Truman was primed for 
questions on the issue of his ex- 
ecutive powers. 

When the first question came, 
relating to Democratic Texas Sen. 
Connally’s speech in the Senate 
Thursday, Mr. Truman picked up 


a paper from his desk. He said 
he had not planned to mention the 
subject but he thought it might 
be raised. He read the following, 
which, under White House rules, 
may not be quoted directly but 
must be paraphrased: 

Under the President’s constitu- 
tional power as commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces, he has 
the authority to send troops any- 
where in the world. That power 
has been recognized by the Cone 
gress and the courts. This govern- 
ment will continue to fill its obli- 
gations under the United Nations 
and other treaty obligations and

International Winter Sports Festival 
Draws Athletes From 12 Nations _ 


FRANKFURT, Jan. 11—(4)—Athletes from 12 nations will 
compete in an International Winter Sports Festival which opens 
Saturday in Garmisch-Partenkirchen. 

It will be West Germany’s biggest international sports event 
since the war—and one of Europe’s major meets of the Winter 
sports season. More than 200,000 spectators are expected to jam 
the little Alpine village. About 400 athletes will compete in 
skiing, ski jumping, bobsled racing, figure skating and ice 
hockey. 

Although it is not certain that Germany will be permitted 
to participate in the 1952 Olympic Games, the Germans regard 
the Garmisch meet as Olympic training and will be making a 
strong bid to prove their International mettle. 

The United States will be represented by two four-man 
bobsled teams. 
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Let the Legislature Consider - - -

‘If this formula is thrown into discard, 
and especially if it is accompanied as now 
lanned by mandatory allocation of gaso- 
ine tax funds to the Highway Board, the 
Governor and the Legislature will suffer 
equally along with the people. 
The Highway Board will become all- 
powerful. 


ffnd though the Governor and the Gen- 
eral Assembly may control the present 
Highway Board, there is no certainty they 
will be able to exercise like control] in the 
future. Absolute authority coupled with 
an independent source of funds breeds 
arrogance. 


The Highway Board will be furnished 
with the sum of $50,000,000 a year. It will 
have the power to spend this money as 
it pleases. There will be no formula 
requiring that counties needing roads be 
given attention. All road money can be 
spent, and probably will be spent, where 
it will do the most political good. 

Members of the General Assembly, and 
the Governor as well, who want roads 
built in particular districts will find them- 
selves bowing to the wishes of the High- 
way Board in other matters. Unless they 
vote the way the Highway Board dictates 
they won’t get the roads. 

If legislators—and the Governor—dis- 
believe they could be brought under the 
thumb of an all-powerful Highway Board, 
let them look to the reign of John Holder 
as Highway Chairman in the late 1920s. In 
those days nothing like the sums of today 
Was spent on roads. Road building was 
limited to a few million dollars a year. 
But Mr. Holder succeeded in building up 
a powerful political machine because he 
was the final authority in the spending of 
highway funds. 

As Highway Chairman, Mr. Holder: was 
allotted the road money each year. He 
could and did spend it as he pleased. With 
the co-operation of Ed Rivers, who then 
was a member of the State Senate, a high- 
way bloc was formed which virtually 
dominated the State political scene and dic- 
tated much of the legislation that passed. 

That is the situation that again would 
be brought about if the Gholston formula 
is repealed and the Highway Board allot-

Single Appropriations 
Bill Ought to Stay 


That there should be a strong move in 
the new Congress to abandon the single 
appropriations bill and return to the old 
system of separate money bills is espe- 
cially disconcerting at this time. 

We are entermg a period of tremen- 

dous defense expenditures. Unless a care- 
ful check is kept, ways will be found to Slip 
vast amounts of nondefense spending into 
the Federal budget. 

The’ single appropriations bill was 
adopted only by the last Congress. Under 
it Congressmen and Senators know in ad- 
vance the sum total of the Federal budget. 
But under the old system of appropriating 
money by separate bills nobody ever knew 
until the last bill had been passed how 
much Government operations would cost. 
The old method was an invitation to-reck- 
less spending. It bred duplication of func- 
tions and expansion of useless bureaus and 
agencies. 

The few faults of the single appropria- 
tions bill stem from the lack of firm lead- 
ership rather than from any- basic defects 
of the system itself. 

It is enough to sav in defense of the 
single appropriations bill that it is op-

ted, with no strings attached, $50,000,000 
a year in gasoline taxes. It will be the 
largest political slush fund available— 
nearly one-third of the total State budget— 
and it will be under the sole control of 
three Highway Board members. 

We would like to ask the 32 Senators 
who signed the bill which would repeal 
the Gholston formula, have they in recent 
weeks or months been to the Highway 
Department to ask for roads in their dis- 
tricts? And were they told such roads 
could not be built because of the Ghol- 
ston formula? 

Did the legislators but know the truth, 
that was only a dodge and part of a care- 
fully planned conspiracy to discredit the 
Gholston formula. The Legislature must 
be given to believe its power has been 
gravely curtailed. 

Actually, the Gholston formula re- 
quires allocation of only 90 percent of sec- 
ondary road funds. The remaining 10 per- 
cent can be spent at the discretion of the 
Department. Under its provisions, the 
counties most needing roads will get them 
first. Counties which already have a large 
mileage of paved roads will have to wait 
for new paving until) some, other, less- 
favored counties, catch up. But the 10 
percent free funds furnishes a reasonable 
amount for dealing with emergencies. 

Is there anything unfair, is there any- 
thing wrong, with a system that provides 
for fair and just division of roadbuilding 
funds? Can the Senators who now ask for 
repeal—in absolute honesty—come up with 
a wiser plan? Can the Governor, who 
supported the Gholston formula and who 
helped push through the Talmadge-Ghol- 
ston Bill, face his constituents and explain 
why he now has turned against it—before 
it has had a chance to work? And the 
legislators who voted» practically unani- 
mously for the bill—can they explain their 
sudden about-face before a single dime has 
been spent under the formula? The peo- 
ple would like to know. 

It is not only the people who will suffer 
if the Gholston formula is gutted and a 
supergovernment with absolute authority 
is created out of the Highway Board. 

Before Gov. Talmadge’s term is up he 
will find that once men become wielders 
of power, they turn on those who gave it. 

It is difficult to do the right thing. Let 
the Governor and the 32 Senators who 
signed the repeal bill look before they leap.

Of the Milk Board 


Nearly all Georgians agree the State 
Milk Control Board has too much power. 

Not only does it establish minimum and 
maximum prices for milk at all levels, but 
it also can, and does, dictate where a pro- 
ducer can sell his milk. It has absolute 
authority over the industry in Georgia. 

The Milk Board was set up to protect 
the dairy industry in the State and encour- 
age its growth. That is a fine aim and 
ought to be maintained. But that can be 
done with less power than the Board now 
possesses. The worthy objective of the 
law could be accomplished simply by au- 
thorizing the Milk Board to set the prices 
to be paid milk producers. 

The MilK Board ought not to be abol- 
ished by the General Assembly, but its 
powers ought to be limited to protecting 
the producer.

Dying Slowly 


It looks as if the Georgia Citizens Council, 
which Gov. Talmadge advocated abolishing back 
in 1948, is nearing the slow death to which the 

administration has been putting it. A bill abolishing it has been 
introduced in the Senate, sponsored by a long list of top adminis- 
tration men. There is no rush to defend it this year from the 
antiadministration people. It may fold up as a useless State agency. 


The Council, which now has an annual budget of $60,000, has 
an interesting history. It was created during the Arnall adminis- 
tration as the civilian defense agency. Its director, Lon Sullivan, 


was in charge of the State’s civilian defense program during 
World War II. 


When the war came to a close, Sullivan envisioned the State 
entering the field of developing its human resources. The Legis- 
lature continued the life of his agency and changed its name to 
the Citizens Council. In the campaign of 1948, Talmadge advo- 
cated abolishing this agency as useless. ; 


When Talmadge was nominated, Sullivan, a Talmadge critic, 
made a move to save the life of the agency which he considered 
important to the State by resigning as director immediately and 
getting Jerry Conner, a Talmadge friend, appointed as director. 
Talmadge asked its abolition, anyway. After citizens from over 
the State protested, the Legislature declined to abolish the agency. 


Political Tov The Governor virtually gave this agency to 
* an aide as a political toy. He got the Gov- 
ernor to fire off Council members whose terms hadn’t expired. 
Some close Talmadge friends quit the Council in disgust. The 
agency was constantly in the news, in an unfavorable light. 


Connor has done an unusually fine job in the face of such odds. 
The agency did the work for the Governor’s Highway Safety 
Conference which resulted in introduction this week of a uniform 
traffic code, and which played an important role in reducing Geor- 
gia’s traffic.deaths in the closing months of 1950. 


However, the Governor has never seen this agency as a neces- 
sary function of State government. And the administration critics 
in the Legislature haven’t shown much heart yet to try to defend 
an agency which now is composed of the Governor’s own appointees 
and is discredited by political manipulations. 


The original function for which the agency was created—civil- . 


ian defense—will be handled by the State Military Department in 
future wars. A bill setting up a civilian defense program, with an 
appropriation of $200,000; has been introduced by the administration.

WASHINGTON—We are going to stay in Korea as long as we possibly can. 

That is United Nations policy. That is United States policy. Why this is so it 

is well to explain, for our people are entitled to know. Korea is not an isolated 

incident. It has to do vitally with our own national security and the future of 

our leadership in combating aggression and in organizing the world for peace. 

Upon our steadfastness in this time of trial depends the faith of other free nations 

in us: and in the faith of other free nations in us there is bound up our own security as well as even- 

tual peace. Security is not divisible in the world of today. That is the broad, all-encompassing reason 

why we are staving in Korea and holding the line as long as we can. It breaks down into many

He 
‘i <F 2 may make a delectable dish or a hishy-hashy- 
mell-of-a-hess, depending on his luck, his ingenuity, and the 
ingredients at hand. I heard confidentially once, that the first 
devil’s food cake actually exploded. Could be. 

We came back from Kentucky so filled with ham agd sweet 
potatoes and smoked country sausages and hog jow! that we 
were fairly crying for a washpot full of Aunt Susie’s best turnip 
greens, a bright green salad of peppers, cucumbers, spring onions, 
radishes, carrots, and lettuce, and a large skillet of fried okra. 
Even a stalk of celery sounded good. 


Some Dish Well, Aunt Susie obliged day after day and 

finally we got dround to looking down deep in 
the freezer on the back porch and found a noble assortment of 
Kentucky Wonder beans. These, together with slices of hog-jowl 
bacon, made up a wondrous dish and when the corn bread and 
buttermilk were added to the list it mounted up way beyond the 
usual meaning of the word “wondrous.” The ensemble was 
nothing short of supernoligodgious. 

Anyway, there were some slices of hog-jowl bacon left over 
from the beans and there were some biscuits left over from 
breakfast the next morning, and there was a small squat jar of 
Bahamian formula mustard (said to be made of prepared English 
mustard with added spices), and these made up the combination 
I wanted to tell you about. If you don’t try this ensemble you 
are missing something worth while. 

All you do is boil the sliced hog-jowl-smoked-bacon until it 
is in about the same condition it would be in if you cooked the 
green beans or greens with it, then you lay a slice or two be- 
tween the upper and lower halves of a fairly warm biscuit and 
then your lather the bacon with a pretty good portion of this 
Bahamian-type mustard.

The washing-down comes after you 
have gotten all the goody out of the biscuit, the hog-jowl bacon, 
and the mustard. 


This is not to say there aren’t other ways to 
Other Ways use hog jowl or biscuits or that type of English 
mustard. There are many uses of the three that come highly 
recommended. I do want to say, however, that this combination 
of left-overs is very hard to beat and that it is made up of left- 
overs usually regarded as ordinary, if not submarginal, food (ex- 
cept for the English mustard).

This is 
where Adele Simpson’s new 
shutter belt comes in handy. 
Made of two slightly curved 
pieces of fabric or leather, sewn 
in reverse circles to each ather, 
it closes like an accordion when 
you sit down and opens to in- 
dent the waistline when you 
stand. Christian Dior simply 
widened his now famous con- 
tour belts to achieve the same 
general impression. 

Vent backs to suits and coats, 
often on suits, spanning the en- 
tire length of the peplum, and 
on coats, from the waist down, 
further the feeling of movement 
in clothes. Sharply jutting la- 
pels, crisp points on cuffs, full 
coats lined in taffeta, as well 
as taffeta and crinoline linings 
in skirt achieve the same feel- 
ing ... not to overlook ruffled 
crinoline petticoats under sheer 
afternoon and evening dresses.

y - The elevation of Helen Pace Thompson to the Vice Presidency 
of the Fulton National Bank this week opened up new horizons 
to women in banking in the South. In that action, Mrs. Thompson 
broke through the heavy ceiling of banking officialdom and became 
the first woman senior officer #@f a major bank in this area, and, it 
is claimed by some, in the entire Southeast, 


Hers is a promotion that will help all women who work out- 
side the home, and indirectly, all women who manage household 
as their careers. It was not forced by circumstances, such as has 
been done sometimes by man- 
power crises, nor did it come as 
@ passing whim, nor yet in the 

ght of dazziement by a new 
meteoric personality in the field 
of finance. Mrs. Thompson's 
new title was earned, every step 
of the way trAveled honestly 
and with diligence. 


As the wife of John Schley 
Thompson, likewise a Vice Pres- 
ident in the Fulton organization, 
she has spent 27 years in bank- 
ing, 25 working side-by-side 
with her: husband in their insti- 
tution in Buckhead. She was 

founder with him of the 

eachtree Road Commercial 
Bank.in Buckhead in 1925, and 
When this institution became 
the first branch to be established 
by the Fulton § group, Mr. 
Thompson was named Manager, 
and his wife Assistant Manager 
of the Peachtree Road Office. 


Twenty years, and thou- 
sands of loans and decisions 
later, Mrs. Thompson was elect- 
ed Assistant Cashier of the Ful- 
ton National Bank, the first 
woman to hold an official title 
with her organization. She was 
the only woman in the clearing eae 
house banks of Atlanta at that POTS 
time, and when she was pro- i 
moted to Assistant Vice Presi- MRS. THOMPSON 
dent in 1948, she was the first woman to hold this title in a major 
bank in the city. 


Helen Thompson, a handsome, poisea woman, gives no quarter 
as a female banker, nor does she expect any. With the sure knowl- 
edge of one who has mastered every facet of her work, from count- 
ing money to operating calculating machines to appraising invest- 
ments, she is neither apologetic nor aggressive. She is pleasantly 
businesslike. 


Erle Cocke, president of her organization, says she has neither 
false humility nor false pride. “If a request comes for a loan that 
requires some thought and research,” he remarked, ‘‘Mrs. Thomp- 
son is not embarrassed to say it will take some delay to reach a 
decision. She is entrusted with depositors’ money and she does not 
use her power to give herself airs.” 


In all honesty, this observation reflects well on the male offi- 
cers of the bank Mrs. Thompson serves. They obviously do not 
expect their leaders to demean their judgment, regardless of their 
sex. 


Mrs. Thompson has lectured considerably in the East and 
West, and was National Treasurer of the Association of Bank 
Women, as well as holding many other top .offices in finance, 
alumnae and church groups. 


She has a 16-year-old daughter, Helen Pace, who has literally 
grown up in the aura of finance. Her mother admits, in some 
embarrassment, that Helen was born the morning after she put in 
a full day’s work behind the scenes in the Buckhead bank. 


“The girl who was supposed to substitute for me suddenly 
took off on a vacation,” is the way she explains it now.

With women controlling an estimated 85 percent of the nation’s
